The famed painter TT"scfieSuIea~ 


to visit here in about a month to 
confer with library officials concern- 
ing the gift. Mrs Lewars said. "The 
paintings will be a great addition to 
the library" if arrangements can be j 
made to place and protect them, Mrs. 
Lewars noted, adding "they will 
bring to our library some of the 
loveliness of Adams county as Mr. 
Young alone could capture it." 


Whether the proposal will be car- 


ried out will depend to a large ex- 
tent on whether the paintings can 
be propertly shown and cared for 
at the library.

United States," Governor James H. Duff told more than 200 
persons assembled Friday afternoon at Caledonia Manor for 
the formal opening of the new section of the Lincoln Highway 
west of Gettysburg. 


A few minutes before, the Governor cut a red, white and 


blue ribbon stretched across the highway in a brief ceremony 
throwing the road open to ^public traffic. Symbolic of the 
linking of Adams and Franklin counties by the new stretch 
of highway, the ribbon was held at one end by Judge W. C. 
Sheely, president Judge of the Adams and Fulton county 
courts, and Judge Edmund C. Wingerd, president judge of 
Franklin county court.

Aiding in the ceremony were E. L. Schmidt, chief engineer^ 


of the Pennsylvania Department of Highways, who repre- 
sented Ray F. Smock, state Secretary of Highways, and 
Harvey B. Ganoe, Chambersburg, a past president of the 
Lincoln Highway association. 


The Governor spoke from the platform of a truck placed in

"When we meet on an occasion 


like this, and have the physical 
evidence of the improvement of this 
great highway before us, we better 
understand the magnificence of the 
highway system of this state," Gov- 
ernor Duff said. "Pennsylvania has 
built, repaired and maintains more 
miles of improved highways than 
the states of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, 
Vermont, 
Massachusetts, 


Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 
York, New Jersey, Delaware and 
Maryland combined," he added. 


The governor said that the $4,- 


300,000 project and other construc- 
tion work on free highways show 
that the Commonwealth is con- 
cerned not alone with the Pennsyl- 
vania Turnpike. 


"There has been $26,600,000 spent 


on highways directly competitive 
with the turnpike in the last two 
and a half years," he added. 


Benefit From Turnpike 


The governor declared that most 


persons fail to realize the signific- 
ance of the turnpike. "This area is 
one of the most important and stra- 
tegic regions in the United States," 
he said. "The toll highway will bring? 
into Gettysburg and Chambersburg: 
a volume of traffic you have never 
dreamed of before. You will benefit 
from that highway just as this re- 
gion benefits 
from the Lincoln 


Highway." 


Governor Duff said that one of 


the important things is the acces- 
sibility of the communities to the 
main; points of distribution, 
and 


cited distances from points in this 
area, to Philadelphia, Pittsburgh 
and Baltimore. 


"These highways are of great 


benefit to those firms which ship in 
less than carload lots," he declared. 
"There is enormous significance to 
this highway system when we rea- 
lize that the water traffic out of 
Pittsburgh alone is greater than 
that of the Panama and Suez canals 
combined. 


Good Road Conditions

First of 
all, it may burn so as to warp, but 
the trouble rr.ay be reflected in a 
warped face or a bent stem It may 
develop a shoulder on its face.

of course, will raise hob with 


the valve and its seat, and gtuns 
will get down between the stem and 
the guide to cause stickage. Valves 
have a way of becoming pitted, and 
then there are all the troubles that 
can develop v.-ith its locker arm or 
its mushroom or roller lifter, de- 
penamg on the motor s> design. Vaive 
springs are a frequent cause of poor 
valve action as well as of burning 
and warpage which may follow.

That because the return spring of 


the accelerator is a hard working 
part it is always well to carry a 
spare sproing in the car? But keep 
it in the glove-compartment^sthfire it 
won't get rusty and weak.
